** and have fuicable notions of the dignity of human 
«« nature : by men, who know what it is alone that 
«• exalts them above the brutes." Can we be either 
virtuous or religious, without the free ufe t)f our 
reafon ; without the means of knowledge ? And can 
we have knowledge, if men dare not freely fludy, 
and as freely communicate the fruits of their Hudies ? 
What is it that diitinguiihes human fociety from a 
bratiih herd, but the Houriihing of the arts and 
fcieaces ; the free exercife of wit and reafon ? What 
. can government mean, intend, or produce, that is 
worthy of man, or beneficial to him, as he is a ra- 
tional creature, befides wifdom, knowledge, virtue, 
and fcience ? Is it merely indeed that we may eat, 
drink, fleep, fing and dance with fecurity, that we 
choofe governors, fubje£l ourfelves to their admini- 
Nation, and pay taxes ?

But to extJnguilh hu- 
man undcrftandingi and eUablifli a kingdom of dark- 
ncfa, is jufl fo far more barbarous than even that 
monflrous cruelty, as the mind excels the body ; or 
as underftanding and lealbn arc fuperior to fenfe* 
Cardinal Richliey fays, in his Political Teftamenc,

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and confiflent politicks. But to talk of liberty and 
free government, public good and rational happi- 
nefs^ as requiring limitations on the prefs, and Itcen- 
fen of books, is as abfurd, as to fpeak of liberty in 
a dongeon, with chains on every limb. Hobbes too 
was confiftent with himfeir, and advifes thofe wha 
aim at abfolute dpminign, to deftly all the ancient 
Greek and Latin authors ; becaufe i f they are read, 
principles of liberty, and juft fentiments of the dig- 
aity and rights of mankind mufl l^ imbibed. But 
€i|n there be more glaring bare-faced nonfenfe than 
to fay, " That the very fupport of a free conflitu- 
•> tion requires the extindion of the prefs V that is. 
ih^ exiin&ion of th^ oi^ly ^leans of kupwing what 
Wt are as men and chriftians : what our natures are 
capable of: \yhat is ourjaft happinefs, and how we 
^ught t9 be treated by oai* governors: th^at is, by 
thofe vvhoin we h^v^ entrufled with the ma^agemeftt 
of pur Inte^efts and concerns. 

I h^pe it will never be this nation's misfortune to 
fall into tlie hands of an adminidration, that do not 
from their foiuls abhor any thing that has but the re- 
moteft tendency towards the ereflion of a new and 
arbitrary jurifdidion over the prefs ;. or can otherwife 
look upon any attempt that way, than as the greatell 
impiety, the cruelleft, the wicked eft, the moft irre- 
Ugiotts thing that can be imagined. Would it not be

fkcrilegioufly robbing God of the only worftip he 
delights in, the ^orftiip of the heart and underfland- 
irg ? Can there be religion or virtue without reafon^ 
thought, and choke ? Or can reafon, thinking, 
knowledge and choice, fubfift without the only con- 
ceivable means of jjiaking men wife and underfland- 
ing, rational and virtuous ? What is the kingdom of 
Chrift ? Doth not our Saviour delight in calling it 
light, and a kingdom of light ? And what did he • 
come to deflroy but the kingdom of darknefs ? And 
can there be a kingdcm of light, without the liberty, 
the unconftrained liberty of difFufing light and know- 
ledge ? What is the reformadon, or what doe 9 it 
mean but the liberty, the abfolute and perfcft liberty - 
of corrediilg and refuting errors, and of undeceiving 
mankind ? What is it that we call Proteflantifm, 
but a refolution fiedfcflly and undauntedly to oppofe 
all encroachments upon rational liberty, the liberty 
of the judgment and underAanding ; and to maintaiia 
it as our moil ^'aluable treafure« our greated and no- 
bleft privilege, in comparifon of which, all other 
rights are mean and trifling, and hardly deferve the 
name of bleflinge and advantages ? A free Protedant 
country, without the liberty of the prefs, is a con- 
tradidlion in terms ; it is free flavery, or enchained 
liberty. Light and darknefs are not more oppofite 
than liberty and the deprivation of the means of 
being ration aL 

Who, 
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Who, that loves mankind, is not forry, that any 
thing is ever publiftied tending to confound men's 
undcfftandings, mi/Iead their judgments, or deprave 
their morals ? But is there any more likely method 
for fenfe to prevail againft abfurditics, than leaving 
her at full liberty to paint them in their native co- 
loul's ? Can truth be better armed againft error than 
with the mighty blade of uncontrouled rcafon? Or 
virtne more furely triumph over immorality, than by 
the vigorous execution of the truly wholefome laws 
purpoifely framed for her fuppott? 

I hate all calumny and defamation, as I hate the 
corruption of the heart, from which alone it can pro> 
ceed ; and do with the utmoil zeal detefl thofe pro- 
phaners pf liberty, who, pretending to be friends to 
It, have reconrfe to fuch black diabolicsd methods 
^ut .1 take the laws already in force amongft us, to 
be a more thaafufficient prefenrative (at lead as f^ as 
human prudence is able to provide) againft all the 
abufive overt* afls^ I am now exprefting my abhor* 
rence of : and as fuch we have reaifon to efteem them 
Tery valuable fecuritics of our liberties and reputa- 
tions. But becanfe wicked things are publifhed, muft 
there be no publiftiing ? I know it is obje6led, that 
there i? amedium between an abfolute liberty of the 
prefs, andSlK abfolute fuppreffion of it. Which I 
admit ; but yet aver the medium (by which either 
K 4 licenfing 
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ticenfing or nothing, at all is meant) is f» worfe 4>ii . 
all accounts, than either extreme. For though w^ 
arat^ndeed told, that licenfers would ferve as with 
wholefome goods, feed us with food convenient fo^ 
US, and only prevent the didribution of poiibn ; fora 
ibch cant was never meant to impofe on any, but} 
thofe who are afleep, and cannot fee one inch before 
them. Let no true Briton therefore be deceived by. 
fuch fallacious fpeeches, but coniider the neceifary. 
confequences which muft follow, dnd he will foOA 
find, that it is the flattering language of the ftrange 
woman [in the Book of Proverbs] who, with her 
fair fmooth tongue, beguileth the fimple, and leadeth 
them as an ox tp the (li^ughter : that plaufible and 
deceitful language leadeth into the chambers of daik^ 
nefs and death. But this fubjedts is fully handled in. 
the e;icce]Ient treatife fubjoined. I will only prQpo^. 
to the confideration of all lovers of religion, virtii^ , 
f^ienee and n^ankind, the few following queries f an4.

A TOUR TO CELBRIDOfi, 
BY DR. SAMUEL JOHNSON. 

The Ipre of variety is a paflion naturally im- 
planted in the human bread, nor perhaps is the ra- 
tional fegregated from the brute creature, by any 
more difcernible difcrimi nation than an eager defire 
to vifit different countries, to explore new objeds^

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and to accumalate freih materials for the vcrfatility of 
contemplative inveftigation. Sir Thomas Browa 
fays, that were the regions of his fecond ftate of cxj- 
iftence left to his eleftion, he would choofe to be the 
inhabitant of a planet, rather than of a fixed liar. 
Without flaying to examine, whether there is not 
more of humour than folidity in this whimfical pre* 
, ference, we may venture to pronounce that the facul- 
ties of the mind ilagnate by confinement, and that 
change of place wiJl naturally produce vidiHtude of 
ideas. There is,, befides, ^is certain advantage in 
travelling ; it miakes us independent of other mens 
labour; obfervation, refcues from prejudice^ teaches 
to moderate credulity, and aififls to deted ImpoBm 
ttoa. I was naturally led to thefe reflexions by 
a retiofpedl to the occurrences of a day lately fpent 
in the vicinage of Dublin. Having vifited every 
thing worthy the notice of a ftrangcr in the metro- 
polls of Ireland, and being fatigued by conviviality 
without conversation,, fociety without feleftion, con- 
ftitutional bumpers, and ftale anecdotes, I determined 
to explore the banks of the LiiFey, and to fearcL 
among the amnicolifls for that entertainment which 
eluded my purfuit in the urbanity of the capital j 
letters, which the officioufhefs of friends, rather thaa 
any folicitation on my part, had put into my hands 
at my leaving Londoii« ferved to introduce me among 
K 6 otheci 
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mhcrs to two ladies who happened to be at that tiflie 
refident in Dublin. The name of Mrs. Grcville is 
too well known in the world of tafte and fafliion to 
depend for celebrity on the periOiable memorial of » 
fugitive itinerary ; and Mrs. Jephfon pofTefles all 
the powers of captivation, without brandilhing any 
of the weapons of allurement. I had fcarcely inti- 
mated to thefc ladies my fatiety of the town, and my 
wifh for a rural excurfion, when Mrs. Greville offered 
ime a place in her coach, which had been juft ordered 
to the door to convey Mrs. Jephfon, a dignified cler- 
gyman, then prefent, and hcrfelf, to the feat of Co. 
lonel Marlay at Celbridge. The clergyman I after- 
wards foumd to be the brother of Colonel Mairlay, 
whofe villa w as to be the Calpe of oar peregrination ; 
as I liked the company I did not hefitate to accept 
the accommodation. Though we paiTed with a rapid 
velocity over little more than three leagues of high 
road to Celbridge, I obferved many ftately manfions, 
many well diipofed enclofures> and more towering 
plantations than any eye but that of a native of 
Scotland could difcover in the black circamference 
of the whole Caledonian horizon. The pleafare I 
received from the tranfient contemplation of foch 
fcenes, was often interrupted by the fight of tat- 
tered mendicants; who crawled from their hamlets of 
mud on the way fide, to howl for charity^ or to gaac 

in 
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If! torpid Aifpeafiom at the ordrnary phsenomenon off 
a paffing equipage. National reflexions are Hwajs^ 
illiberal, and often ill founded ; the poverty of the 
lower clafs of people in Ireland is generally im" 
pqted to lazinefsy but fagacity will not reft fatisfied 
with fuch a folation, efpecially when it is conddered 
that the rifque of a haker is intuitively preferable to 
the certainty of famine, and that the rags of thefe 
miferable bipeds might be mended with lefs trouble 
than they are worn ; and in a ihorter time than, if 
they are fhaken off, they can again be indued. This 
remark muft however occur to every fojourner in Ire- 
land, that the tranfitions in thefcale of opulence are by 
means gradual as in England, from' abundance to 
competency, from luxury to convenience, from the 
elegancies to the neceflaries of life ; but from fupcr- 
fljaities to indigence, from the riot of profusion to 
the fouleft dregs of fqualidity and wretchednefs ; Co- 
that there feems to be few intermediate links in the 
great defcending chain of property. ' When the fti«- 
pituofity of tptal progreilion rendered the modulation 
of ordinary difcourfe inaudible, the ladies and the 
dean had recourse to ibng, that we might not rely 
Mely for our entertainment on the gratification of 
vifion ; the dean began by ehaunting fome yerCts of 
a fublime anthem, in a $ndn of harmony, which 
' might have excited extraordinary emotions in a Web- 

iler 
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iter or a Manzuoli ; the ladies, who joined In the 
chorus, aflbred me, he yiras a perfedl mailer of the 
fcientific pait of mudc, and my auditory organs did 
^ui^ce to hispowerh of vocal execution : by degrees 
the fecious tenor of facred melody was exchanged for 
the lighter airs of the' Beggar's Opera ; and before 
we reached the Cherry- tree (a magniii.ent public- 
houfe at the village of Lucao, within a league of 
Cel bridge) our fmall company had vocalized all the 
fongs in the opera in fuch a manner as I never heard 
them executed upon any theatre in London. An 
overturn » occafioned by our coachman's driving over 
fome pigs and children who were lying together in 
the middle of the road, obliged us to defcend from 
our vehicle dt the Cherry, tree. While the carnage was 
refitting, and the ladies re*adjuiling their drefs, which 
had fuffered fome difcompofure from the accident, I 
entered into converfation with the publican.. I was 
naturally led to make fome enquiries about the place 
I was going to vifit, and the charader of the owner. 
The fubftance of my holt's information was^ that 
Celbridge was reckoned, one of the mofl beautiful 
villas on the river ; but efauire Connolly's was the 
grandeft feat in the whole world : the colonel, he • 
told me, had long feryed in the army with gfeat 
reputation, and had quitted it on fome difgufl, or to 
have more Icifuie for the bufincfs of agriculture in 

which: 
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whick he takes great delight, and is very fkilful. His 
cloathing was of goats-fkins faflened together with 
leather thongs, and girt, round the middle by a faih, 
which he had worn in all the late wars. Since his 
retirement he had never ihaved his beard, which huQ|;* 
below his waifl, and was quite white, though his a^e 
was but little on the duiky fide of fifty. His love of 
fequefbation being generalFy known, bis gate was fel- 
dom befieged with idle vifitors, and many were de- 
terred from approaching it by the fear of a twelw 
pounder planted at the orifice of a fide wall, com- 
manding the entrance to the manfion ; this piece of 
ordnance being loaded up to the muzzle with boiled 
potatoes, fpontaneoufly difcharged its vegetable am- 
munition in the faces of all who laid hold of his 
knocker without bufinefs or invitation. 

This account was fo choaked with colloquial bar* 
barifin and idiomatic anomaly, that I had Ibme trou- 
ble to £e\e&, a little grain of the narrator's meaning 
from the rank exuberance of his unweeded didion. 
In a fhort time afterwards we fet forwards and arrived 
at the place of our cjeftination. My curiofity was 
firft excited by the aperture in the wall, which might 
have been intended for thepurpofe mentioned by my 
communicative landlord ; . but as the party came by 
invitation, I had little fear of fuffisring by any fiid- 
den explofipn. 

Celonel 
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Colonel Marlay met us fooa after our entraioB, 
and received us with that polite and difengaged afia- 
• bilitj more proper to the charader of a ibldier and a, 
gentleman than to the favage rufticity of 4ifc6ntent 
and folitude. 

Though it is too commonly the pradice of com- 
pliers of journals to fwell their meagre pages with 
unimportant events and trivial circumflances, toprc* 
fent little to the reader but what was too obvious ta 
cfcape notice, or too infignificant to dcierve it : yet I 
fiiall not think the little dignity of theie (heets im- 
paired by a particular defcription of this gentleman's 
drcfs and figure. By comparing the authenticity of 
ocular knowledge with the fallacioufnefs of legendary 
rumour, con\^i£tion will at laft find )\ct fober mediums 
between the dangerous aullerity of heterodox rejeftion, 
-and the defpicable aequiefcence of paffive credulity. 
The beard excepted, which hung thick, long, aitd 
albefcent below hb b^eaft, there was no circumftance 
of Angularity in the coloners appearance. He wore 
his hair in the military faihion tied behind with a 
ribbon ; a bright garnet-coloured cloth, ornamented 
: with a welUfancied brafs button, was his fuperior te- 
gument ; over a tunick of filk proper for the fplHitial 
ieafon, and elegantly wrought in the tambour with va» 
-riegated embroidery of flowers and foliage : from be- 
low the geaual articulation to the fucated diviiion of 
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the body, he was covered with fleih-colourcd Indiaa 
]inen, of a tenuity almoft tranfparent, through which 
the contour of femoral rotundity filled the eye with a 
fatisfaftory plumpnefs. Minutiae like thefe might 
probably have efcaped my notice, had they not 
feemed greatly to attrad the attention of the ladies. 
It is natural to look at what we fee others examine. 
Beiides I was fummoned. to more than a fuper^Qial 
furvey by the accounts I had juft received from him 

of the Cherry-tree. Were I able to recolledl or 

defcribe the particular fcite and combinations of ob- 
jeds which conftitate the beauties of Celbridge, I 
fhoiski-not fcrupk upon the whole to pronounce it 
beautiful. Impreffions from things which environ ns 
generally precede examination of theij caiHe ; the 
philofopher may» if he pleafes, contend that the heat 
is not in the £re ; but iu the body which it confumes 
or wEFms. Yet when any grateful revolution i& 
wrought almofl inftantaneoufly in our internal fenia* 
tionf,.we muil conclude^ that fuch efied has been 
produced lefs by oar difpo£tion to receive pleafure at 
the time, than by the aptitude of the objects around 
vs to execite it. Scarcely had I taken a furvey of 
the place from a ^ot of fome eminence, when I 
ibund a complacent ferenity, a mellow eompofure of 
thought like genial funfhine diffufedall over my frame. 
f^he lively fallies of my companions of the way, 
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poignant without inalice, attd froliclcfome without 
fatuity 9 had occaiioned feme paroxyfms of hi!^rity» 
that bordered upon turbulence, but thefe fpafins of 
the mind were immedia ely tranquillifed by the pla* 
cidnefs of the ijcene before xne. I felt pleaAire with- 
out irriution, and in the fedatenefs of contentment 
loft all appetite for the delirium of extafy. I could 
not indeed forbear laying hold of the fair hand of one 
of the ladies, and crying out with the enamoured 
Callus, , 

Hie gelidi fontes, hie mollia prata, Lycoris : . 
Hie nemus : hie ipib tecum confiimever sto» 

My Lycorisi feemiMg to conceive the full force of tlii» 
paffionate diftich with an amiable Aibiifion of coun- 
tenance, led me forward to a fpot at no great difiance,. 
called the ifland. We pafled into it over a bridge of 
one fraall arch ; it is nearly triangular in form, con- 
tains about five acres of Irifh menfuration, and is 
thus completely infulated. On one fide flows the 
main courfe of the river Liffey, and on the other a 
ftream branches from the river, and being forced 
above its level by mounds, contains a fuflicient weight 
of the fluid thns comprefTed, to circumvolute a miH* 
wheel for th^ comminution of com ; near one angle 
of the bafe, and at no great diftance frdm the mHl, 
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tbc fijiaing forface of the water in its courfe forms z 
cafcade by breaking over its rampart ; down the fid* 
of this it falls in one pellucid (heet, and difdaining 
the oppofition of the rocks beaea^th it, harries on 
with foaming precipitation to rcfoin ^he parent river, 
from whence it feems to have been rehiftantly iepa- 
rated. The ifland is little indebted for. variety to 
any inequality in its furface ; yet the watcfr with 
which it is environed, the intermixture of foreft trees 
and odorous fhrubs with which it is planted, and the 
healthful verdure of the torf, where it is uniheltered, 
confpire to bedow upon it a very captivating amenity* 
Some part of the eftate of Celbridge, with the man- 
fion^ and this iiland, belonged once (as 1 am ink., 
formed) to Mrs. Vanhomrigh ; a name which per- 
haps might have been preferved only in fome mufty 
title deed, had not Swift conferred immortality on the 
female who bore it, by fabilitating for the diiTonant 
Batavian, the fofter poetical denomination of Va^ 
ne^a. Clofe to the fiream I was ihev^d this lady's 
bower ; it is umbrageous and refrigeratory, obliged to 
a fmall degree of art for having conduced ibme luxo- 
riant branches of the marginal trees for a canopy, for 
raififig ^ bank of earth by way of feat, covered with 
fach flowers as delight in the ihade, and for having 
|>laced there a few wooden benches about theiize q£ 
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the human body ; thcfe have fallen to the ground left 
in appearance through the lapfe of time, than from 
the reiterated impulfe of external' concoffation. Th« 
. laurel tree is the only ftandard evergreen htre, and 
fiourifhes near the bower in great abundance. 
Whether it was mentioned to me ferkmfly by dean 
Marlay, ot was only the extemporaneous efFdfion of 
female pleafantry, I cannot now prcdfely determine^ 
but I think I heard that VanefTa, when mi&refs of 
Celbridge, had put down a laurel fbt^ a very brilliant 
couplety of which Dr. Swift for her own vanity told 
her fhe was the fuli^'ed and he the author. Had the 
fubiequent pofiefibrs of Celbridge with countera&ive 
induflry deracinated a laurel for. every diilich pub- 
liflied by his pofihumans editorii» diigraceful . to tike 
memory of that Angular genius, the ifland of O^ 
bridge would be deftitute of a laurel.— We left the 
bower, the laurels, and the ifland, and proceeded to 
an irregular bridge of I know not how mauiy archet. 
From the central piu't ' of this bridge ibroe miles •£ 
the river, and the gentle declivities of the ground- ap- 
pear to great advantage. Colonel Marlay poffefiet a 
confiderable trad on each fide of the river, a circum* 
'fiance of diftinguifhed a<ivanrage, as the view from 
either bank cannot be prejudiced by the malidoos 
hoftilities of an oppofite neighbour, nor by a can(e 
left leprehenfible, though more to be apprehended^ 

the 



the vicious appetite for altering the luuHcapes of 
nature without genius to embellifli them. As hodt 
fhores call him mailer, he can ileep fecure without 
the fear that his verdant banks will be tortured into 
terrace, the winding ftream quadrated v into fifh- 
ponds ; that hares and grey- hounds of lead trMf 
take their eternal Nation in the fields before himi 
or that a white-wa(hed Neptune will be for ever re- 
cumbent in his fighc upon an urn like a bagpipe, 
from which can iiTue neither moiflure nor melody. 

While I was admiring the fantaftical ramifications 
of feme umbelliferous plants that hung over the 
margin of the LifFey, the fallacious bank, imper- 
ceptibly Corroded by the moift tooth of the fluid, 
gave way beneath my feet^ and I was fuddenly fnb- 
merged to feme fathoms of proAmdity ; prefence of 
mind in conftitutions not naturally timid is generally 
in proportion to the eipinence of the peril ; having 
never learned to move through the water in honztMi- 
tal progreflion, had I defponded, I had periihed; 
but being for a moment raifed above the element by 
my Juggles, or by fome felkitous cafnalty, I wais 
ienfible of the danger, and inftantly embraced the 
means of extrication ; a cow at the mrmcnt of mf 
lapfe had entered the fiream within the diilance of 
a protruded arm, and being in the aft of tranfverfe 
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navigation to fcek the pafture of tlie oppoHte bank, 
I laid hold on that part of the animal which is loofely 
pendanc behind, and is formed by a continuation of 
the vertebrs ; in this manner I was fafefy cooveyed 
to a fordable pafTagCp not without fome deLe6taiiaii 
from the fenfc of progrcfs without effort on my part, 
aad the exhilarating approximation of more than 
problematical deliverance. Though in fome refpcft 
I refembled the pilot of Gyas Jam fenhr ma^idaqu^ 
Jbunt in 'vijli \ yet my companions, unlike the bar- 
barous Phrygian fpedlators, forbore to acerbitatc the 
uncouthnefs of embarrafTnient by the infults of de- 
riiion ; fliricks of com plo ranee teflificd for row for 
tny fubmeriion, and faTety was made more pleafant 
by the felicitations of fympathy ; a* the danger 
wa^ over, I took no umbrage at a little rifibility 
excited by the fcculency of my vifage, tipon which 
the cow had difcharged her gramittoits digcftion in 
a very ludicrous abundance : about this time the 
bdl fummoiked us to dinner^ and as the cutaneous 
contad of irrigated garmejits is neither pkafant 
nor faliibrious, I was eafily perfuaded by the ladies, 
to divcft myfelf of mine ; colonel Marl ay obli- 
gingly accommodated me with a loofe covering of 
camblet ; I found it commodious and more agree- 
able than the many compreBive ligatures of modem 
draptry. That there jnight be no violation of de* 
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1, I took care to have the loofe rq^e faftened 
dcfe before with fmall cylindrical wires, which the 
dainty fingers of the ladies eafily removed from their 
own drefs, and tsferted into mine at fuch proper 
intcnralt as to leave no aperture that could awaken 
the fofceptibility of tempemment, or provoke the 
cachinnations of levity. 

N. B. The doAor retamed from Celbridge by the 
river fide» and may make obfervations upon the 
Tiiks he pailed by, and their owners. 
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
